All is not poi that thickens and this
fnct has 'been borno in upon a groat
many users of that Hawaiian staff of
life on tho other islands. In Honolulu,
whero there is a more or less close tab
kept upon the the bluo
mags Teaches tho consumer in all its
natural purity, but according to well
authenticated reports, outside manufac-
turers have been gradually adding to
and substituting In their materials un-

til the national dish has grown to bo
poster paste In reality as well as in ap-

pearance and taste. Tho principal adul
terant up until tho last fow weeks has
been flour, with which has been com
pounded a yeast mixture that adds bulk
to tho whole.

In most places in tho country, paial
is sold by the ag, not by weight and
this has afforded a great opportunity
for the ones who want to add a little
to tho profits by filling tno paial bags
partly and letting tho yeast do the rest.
When the bag leaves tho poi shop it
has a flaVblness most noticeable. After
it has been allowed to lie around for
somo hours it acquires a corpulency that
threatens tho sack teams. A shipper
who loaded a few bags on the Claudino
the other day rather overdid tho yeast- -

ing. The bags lay for an hour in tho
sun at liana, tho contents straining tho
jute almost to the bursting point. A
boat boy jabbed ono of tho sacks ex-
perimentally with u etick and supplied
the necessary forco to tear a small hole,
out of which, much to the alarm of all
beholders, oozed a blue snakelike stream
of near-poi- , which coiled itself in yard-wid- o

loops upon tho wharf, tho sack
shrinking back to normal with an audi-
ble sigh.

VkSU... tLJO ov
than the substitute poi made of flour
used by many llawauans on Maul and
Hawaii. This is cheap wheat flour,
stirred into a batter with cold water
nnd yeast added. When ready for tho
tabic it is sour pasto pure and simple.

The increased cost or pure poi and
the consequent necessity for a substi-
tute being used by many of the Hawai-ian- s

is regarded by many of tho country
physicians as ono of tho principal rea-
sons for the physical deterioration of
the Hawaiian race. According to tho
report of a govcrnmnt physician, in ono
of the largest Hawaiian settlements on
Maui there is not ono houso in which
there is not one or moro cases of con-
sumption, (while the vital .statistics of
the Territory weekly record the terri-
ble preponderance of Hawailans among
the deaths of the week.
